In one very intelligent town of Con- 
necticut, (Waterbury,) where -a skillful 
priest had been admitted to the School 
Board, one public school, supported mainly 
by taxes on the property of Protestants, 
became & Catholic school, taught. by Catho- 
lie teachers, frequented alone by. children 
of that sect, with the school exercises daily 
opened by an Ave Marin. This, in the 
good old Puritan State of Connééticut, is 
certainly a phenomenon. It means that the 
children of the Roman Catholic laboring 
elasses should grow up, not under American 
and liberal influences, but under all the 
feactionary influences of this ancient 
Chureh: For New-York to éarry ott such a 
polisy—at « time whon Belgium is. sectlar- 
izing her schools against bitter priestly op- 
position, and Catholic France has begun a 
similar moverment, and even Churchly Eng- 
land is segularizing public education— 
would be suicidal and reactionary. 
Fortunately and providentially, we have 
been preserved in this city from either ex- 


treme. We have neither driven out the

It-is worse than foolish to go on spending 
money of monuménts that are laughed at as 
soon as they are unveiled. Our distant pos- 
terity may be an artistic podple, and we 
shall transit to them & heritage of per- 
petual misery, for their reverence for the 
gréat men and events of otir history will 
forbid them . to - pull down . our 
commemorative marbles: The false and 
unpatriotic ides that tions — but 
Amefitans .must build out monuments 
is at the ‘bottom of our ‘troubles. Why 
should we hire an American for such work, 
rather than an Italian or a Frenchman or 
anybody from anywhere? There is no na- 
tional or artistic impropriety in inviting 
foreigners to conipete with olf hative ar- 
tists. The main thing is to get.the noblest 
result, and the question of nationality ought 
to have no more . weight than ~ in 


-the moré practi¢al matters of house-building 


or drain-digging. The fact that an artist 
is a free-born Ameritan citizen is no com- 
pénsation for bad work. Art is broader 
than the confines of States, and American 
birth does not confer the exclisive right to 
spoil honest granite at the national expertise. 
Better that even the tnspeakable Turk 
should hew our monuments, so that 
they command admitation when hown, 
than. that American hands. should 
set up things without shape or 
meaning. Italy has just set us the example 
by opéning to the fair competition of thé 
whole world the design for a statue of 
Vieror EmmaNust. . Give the despised 
foreigner a chance, if he can do these 
things better than we. Native talent, 
méanwhil, éafi try to fathom the mystery 
of its failures and shorteomings.

or less degree, the enjeyment of his possessions. 
But what may be the trae theory of property or 
ownership in general matters little in consider- 
ing the question of authors’ rights. The in- 
quiry is whether intellectial productions, so 
far as ownership is concerned, are sui generis, 
wholly different and distinct from other kinds 
of produce, or Whether they are subject to the 
same principle or law which governs 
theo ip of all material possessions. In 
other words, to use Mr. ARNotD’s illustration, 
whether: any person has the right to pick up 
and keep the poem, but not the handkerchief,

problem, wé believe, Mr. ARNOLD does not at- 
tempt to solve, thouge he touches upon it when 
he reasons—and wrongly, too—that the law
